To define the *7tatus of bilingual instruction as permitted, mandated or 
prohibited in states silent on the subject of bilingual instruction in their 
schools, the study staff, after due consideration of the study's intent and 
faced with the fact that the silent states tacitly permit bilingual instruction 
in their SsChooLs, opted for recording these states as ^'permitting'' bilingual 
instruction. 

In undertaking this work the study staff found it necessary to attribute specific 
interpretations to the meaning of certain words used in the legislative texts 
reviewed. It was found that without making such interpretations the work 
could not be completed. We recognize that other individuals may attach 
other interpretations to the words in legislative texts and that these inter- - 
pretations might be in conflict with those contained herein; in surh cases this 
volume at least serves as a useful beginning.
